NEW THEATER CLASSES: 

Two new theater courses are being offered Spring Term at Clatsop Community College by 
theater instructor Karen Bain. 

For those who enjoy Shakespeare and other great works of literature, there is TA 123, Period 
Style Acting. This introductory acting course will give students the opportunity to learn about the 
particular skills required in performing Shakespeare, Moliere (Restoration Comedy), Greek drama 
and others. The class will be looking at how to handle verse, bearing, cultural customs (curtsies, 
bows, curses, heroics). For example, the fan in Restoration times had a complex language that could 
insult, beguile and even arrange a secret encounter outside on the balcony. This class will learn to 
research and apply the particular world view of these time periods. Actors and history buffs are wel-: 
come in this performing class. The class meets Tuesday and Thursday evenings from 6:30—9:30pm at 
the PAC. 

A course in Stage Makeup (TA277) will teach the actors and makeup artist the particular skills 
involved in designing and applying stage makeup. Students will learn standard, old age, character, 
and fantasy styles as well as special effects. The course will expand the possibilities of illusion for ac- 
tors as well as serve an introduction to community members interested in getting involved in theater 
without performing. Halloween will never be the same after completing this course. The class meets 
Monday evenings, starting March 27th, from 6:30— 9:30 at the PAC.

The Plus Program is a nation-wide federally funded TRIO grant program from the U.S. 
Department of Education. 


The Plus Program is dedicated to helping a minimum of 150 students at Clatsop Com- 
munity College. Eligible students who are committed to their college education will be of- 
fered free academic and support services. 


Some of the services provided are: 


Class Advising, Tutoring (individual, peer, or group), Workshops, Counseling 
(career, life planning, academic, and personal), College Transfer Assistance, 


Social and Cultural Activities and Financial Aid Assistance. 


To be eligible for the Plus Program you must meet requirements set by the U.S. Dept.
